Pine  Manor  has  long  been  concerned  with  this  problem,  too, 
as  well  as  iiith  that  oj  students  who  cannot  mite  adequately. 
The  college  is  very  much  aware  oJ  the  close  correlation  between 
a giiTs  ability  to  read  and  write  and  her  academic  success. 

Miss  Beverly  Alexander,  instructor  in  English  and  director 
oJ  public  relations,  tells  oJ  two  developments  designed  to  improve 
the  reading  and  writing  skills  oJ  Pine  /Manor  students.

To  Improve  Students’  Ability  in  Reading  and  Writing 

Pine  Manor  Introduces  New  Methods 


Two  IMPORTANT  DEVELOPMENTS 
have  taken  place  this  year  as  part 
of  Pine  Manor’s  drive  to  improve  the 
reading  and  writing  of  its  students. 

First,  a developmental  reading  pro- 
gram has  been  introduced  under  the 
direction  of  a professional  organiza- 
tion which  specializes  in  improving 
basic  reading  techniques.  Secondly, 
the  college  now  places  students  show'- 
ing  marked  weaknesses  in  the  me- 
chanics of  writing  in  four-hour  sec- 
tions of  Freshman  English  instead  of 
in  the  regular  three-hour  ones.  These 
procedures  replace  the  special  one- 
hour-a-week  reading  and  writing  pro- 
grams formerly  administered  by  the 
English  Department. 

The  Importance  of  Reading  Ability 

Inability  to  read  w^ell  is  one  of  the 
chief  causes  of  academic  failure  in  col- 
lege. In  order  to  provide  more  inten- 
sive and  individualized  help  for  stu- 
dents who  need  and  desire  to  improve 
their  basic  reading  skills.  Pine  Manor 
became  the  first  junior  college  in  the 
country  to  subscribe  to  the  develop- 
mental reading  program  offered  by 
Baldridge  Reading  Services,  Inc.,  of 
Greenwich,  Conn.* 

To  administer  this  program,  one  of 
the  reading  service’s  skilled  counse- 
lors, Miss  Anne  Vonckx,  spent  seven 
weeks  on  campus  this  fall.  She  taught 
forty-three  students  in  classes  meeting 
four  times  a week  and  containing  not 
more  than  eight  students  each. 

Because  parents  carried  the  cost  of 
the  program,  students  were  recom-

mended  rather  than  required  to  take 
it.  Freshmen  who  had  low  scores 
on  the  college-administered  diagnostic 
reading  test  given  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  were  advised  to  register.  Sev- 
eral freshmen  enrolled  whose  scores 
were  not  low,  but  who  wished  to  im- 
prove their  reading  skills.  Seniors 
whose  achievement  last  year  indicated 
that  they  needed  further  help  in  read- 


ing were  also  advised  to  take  the  pro- 
gram, and  several  did  so.  The  fact 
that  the  program  was  voluntary  appar- 
ently caused  students  to  be  more  high- 
ly motivated  than  if  it  had  been  re- 
quired. 

As  a result  of  the  small  classes,  the 
program  was  able  to  provide  maxi- 
mum attention  to  individual  problems. 
In  addition  to  the  reading  test  given 
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to  all  freshmen  in  September,  e\ery 
girl  enrolled  in  the  program  took  an- 
other set  of  diagnostic  tests  designed 
to  reveal  her  special  strengths  and 
weaknesses.  She  then  had  an  inter- 
view with  Miss  Vonckx,  who  made 
out  a series  of  individual  lesson  plans 
for  her. 

Attention  to  Individual  Reading 
Problems 

Although  the  class  spent  a part  of 
its  time  on  group  work,  during  a por- 
tion of  the  period  each  girl  usually 
had  an  opportunity  to  work  on  proj- 
ects especially  helpful  to  her.  The 
student  was  also  able  to  w-atch  her 
progress  on  an  individual  reading  chart 
which  recorded  her  performance  on  a 
series  of  exercises  given  throughout 
the  program. 

Several  months  after  the  completion 
of  the  program  each  student  w'ill  be 
given  a retest  to  evaluate  her  continued 
improvement.  The  college  also  plans 
to  watch  the  progress  of  these  stu- 
dents and,  if  necessary,  to  arrange  for 
follow-up  work  with  the  director  of 
counseling,  Mrs.  Rachel  Chaffey. 

Why  has  the  college  decided  to  use 
this  outside  reading  service  rather  than 
to  continue  the  reading  program  for- 
merly in  effect  here?  Some  of  you  may 
recall  that  under  this  latter  system  all 
freshmen  who  had  low  scores  on  the 
September  reading  test  were  assigned 
to  groups  which  met  once  a week  for 
at  least  a semester  with  a qualified 
faculty  member. 


Dean  Eleanor  C.  Romig  has  listed 
several  reasons  for  the  change: 

1.  Tlie  fact  that  the  new  program 
meets  more  often  and  can  be  com- 
pleted in  a relatively  short  time- 
means  that  students  progress  more 
rapidly  and  may  very  quickly  ap- 
ply their  improved  skills  to  their 
courses. 

2.  The  program  can  be  scheduled 
to  begin  in  the  late  fall  when  there 
is  information  available  from  in- 
structors (as  well  as  from  the  Sep- 
tember reading  tests)  as  to  which 
students  really  need  help  in  reading. 

3.  By  late  fall  freshmen  have  had 
the  opportunity  to  become  adjusted 
to  the  college  schedule  so  that  they 
are  better  able  to  fit  in  the  extra  time 
required. 

4.  Using  a reading  service  pe  - 
mits  the  college  to  concentrate  on 
counseling  of  a more  general  nature. 

To  Help  with  Written  English 

Until  this  year  students  w'ith  defi- 
ciencies in  written  English  attended  a 
one-hour-a-week  session  in  the  me- 
chanics of  writing  with  a member  of 
the  English  Department  for  at  least 
a semester.  There  were  no  grades  in 
the  waiting  program,  but  a student 
could  drop  it  after  the  first  semester 
if  her  Freshman  English  instructor  felt 
that  her  written  work  was  then  satis- 
factory 

This  year  such  students  are  assigned 
to  special  four-hour  sections  of  Fresh- 
man English.  These  sections  cover  the 
same  ground  as  the  three-hour  sections 
(and  are  graded  on  the  same  basis) 
except  that  the  fourth  hour  is  devoted 


entirely  to  grammar,  punctuation,  and 
spelling.  Actually,  the  work  of  this 
fourth  hour,  which  is  not  graded, 
closely  parallels  what  used  to  be  done 
in  the  writing  program.  Students  may, 
at  the  instructor’s  discretion,  drop  this 
extra  hour  after  the  first  semester. 

The  English  Department  sees  at 
least  three  advantages  in  this  new  ar- 
rangement, according  to  Mr.  Camer- 
on Thompson,  department  chairman. 
I'irst,  there  is  now  a much  closer  cor- 
relation between  drill  and  composition 
work  since  they  are  parts  of  one 
course.  Second,  the  student  docs  not 
have  to  become  used  to  two  instruc- 
tors who  may  confuse  her  by  empha- 
sizing different  aspects  of  a subject. 
Third,  students  try  harder  to  improve 
because  drill  work  has  greater  imme- 
diate relevance  for  them. 

It  is  too  soon  for  any  conclusive 
evaluations  of  either  of  these  experi- 
ments. Mrs.  Elizabeth  Case,  who  con- 
ducted the  writing  program  for  several 
years  and  now  has  two  four-hour  sec- 
tions of  Freshman  English,  thinks  that 
the  latter  method  is  a great  improve- 
ment over  the  former.  Many  faculty 
members  are  pleased  wdth  what  they 
saw  of  the  new  developmental  reading 
program;  students  are  enthusiastic 
about  what  they  have  learned  in  it. 

The  real  test,  however,  will  lie  in 
how  well  the  students  who  have  taken 
these  programs  will  perform  in  their 
over-all  academic  work,  for  which  ade- 
quate skills  in  reading  and  writing  are 
such  vital  prerequisites. 


Machines  help  students  to 
speed  up  their  reading.

The  English 
Department  took  several  steps  in  this 
direction  as  a result,  and  the  situa- 
tion is  improved.  The  most  dramatic 
innovation  this  year  has  been  the  in- 
clusion of  a developmental  reading 
program  in  the  first  semester.  You

faculty  next  July  1.  We  also  expect 
to  launch  a fellowship  or  sabbatical 
plan  then.  While  salaries  still  leave 
something  to  be  desired,  much  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  the  past  two 
years  and  w'e  expect  to  see  further 
improvement  in  salary  level  in  1959- 
1960.

Long  associated  with  Pine  A[anor  ftniior  College,  /Miss  Tompkins  taught  history  and  gov- 
ernment here  and  more  recently  at  W'ellesley  College,  inhere  she  held  an  appointment  as  assistant 
professor  of  political  science.  She  served  as  Pine  /Manor  alumna  trustee  from  19i0  to  19^7. 

In  19^7-19‘>8  under  a grant  from  the  Carnegie  Corporation,  she  surveyed  universities  in 
Australia,  New  Zealand,  fapan,  and  Korea.  Now  acting  as  an  educational  consultant  in  the  areas 
of  university  administration  and  curriculum,  she  is  in  Taiwan  at  Tunghai  University  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  United  Board  for  Christian  Higher  Education  in  Asia. 


As  't’ou  KNOVC',  I left  the  States  in 
mid-September  1957,  and  flew  to 
Australia  via  Hawaii.  The  next  seven 
months  were  devoted  largely  to  uni- 
versity visits,  made  possible  by  a grant 
from  the  Carnegie  Corporation.  Aus- 
tralia’s universities  are  located  prin- 
cipally in  the  major  cities,  and  these, 
in  turn,  are  widely  scattered  along 
the  coast:  Brisbane,  Sydney,  Mel- 

bourne, Hobart,  Adelaide,  and  Perth. 

In  the  course  of  several  thousands 
of  miles  of  travel,  I was  able  to  see 
much  of  the  country,  even  getting  to 
such  isolated  places  as  Alice  Springs, 
in  the  very  center  of  the  continent. 
I had  heard  of  "Alice”  from  reading 
Nevil  Shute’s  A Town  Like  Alice 
(published  in  the  U.  S.  under  the 
title.  The  Legacy^,  and  subsec]uent  to 
my  visit  there,  I had  the  pleasure  of 
spending  an  afternoon  in  Mr.  Shute’s 
home  a few  miles  from  Melbourne. 

As  Consultant  on  Higher  Education 

In  March  I spent  three  weeks  visit- 
ing New  Zealand’s  colleges  and  sight- 
seeing in  that  "Switzerland  of  the 
South  Pacific.”  I was  scheduled  to  ar- 
rive in  Formosa  (Taiwan)  the  first  of 
May  to  begin  an  assignment  as  an 
educational  consultant  under  the  Unit- 
ed Board  for  Christian  Higher  Educa- 
tion in  Asia.  Accordingly,  I followed 
a route  which  made  possible  an  exotic 
visit  to  Australia’s  Great  Barrier  Reef, 
reputedly  one  of  the  "Seven  Wonders 
of  the  World,”  as  well  as  a fortnight 
of  travel  through  New  Guinea. 

Here  I was  propelled  "backwards 
in  time”  to  what  is  still  in  many  re- 
spects a Stone  Age  culture.  New 
Guinea’s  interior  has  been  explored  by 
white  men  only  within  the  last  few 
decades,  and  it  was  fascinating  to  ob- 
serve the  stunning  progress  which  a 
truly  enlightened  colonial  policy  (by 
Australia)  has  made  in  bringing  civ- 
ilization to  the  numerous  native  tribes. 

From  Australia-New  Zealand,  to 
New  Guinea,  to  Asia  makes  quite  a 


leap  not  only  geographically,  but  to  a 
far  greater  extent  culturally.  In  the 
course  of  the  last  five  months  I ha\e 
had  an  opportunity  to  see  something 
of  this  island,  which  is  my  headquar- 
ters until  next  summer,  as  well  as 
Hong  Kong,  Japan,  and  Korea.  And 
in  a few  weeks  I shall  be  leaving  for 
a short  trip  to  the  Philippines. 

With  the  Christian  Universities  in 
Asia 

My  work  with  the  United  Board  en- 
tails visits  to  the  five  Christian  uni- 
versities in  which  it  has  an  interest 
( including  Tunghai,  where  I am  also 
teaching  international  law  and  inter- 
national politics),  and  these  are  scat- 
tered throughout  this  part  of  the 
Orient. 

Two  weeks  in  Hong  Kong  in  June 
were  sufficient  to  leave  vivid  impres- 
sions: of  the  spectacular  beauty  of  the 
island  and  harbor;  of  the  tragic,  un- 
imaginable plight  of  the  million  refu- 
gees who  dwell  in  the  very  streets  of 
Kowloon,  and  live  clustered  in  make- 
shift huts  among  the  hillsides.  Not- 
withstanding the  heroic  British  gov- 
ernment efforts  to  provide  housing  for 
these  homeless  exiles,  there  are  simply 
too  many  of  them  ever  to  resolve  the 
situation  satisfactorily. 

Japan  Presents  Marked  Contrasts 

I had  nearly  two  months  in  Japan, 
and  along  with  university  visits  was 
able  to  travel  extensively  in  three  of 
the  four  main  islands.  It  was  refresh- 
ing to  see  the  picturesque  Japanese 
countryside,  every  part  of  which  is 
touched  with  beauty;  it  was  delightful 
to  stay  in  the  quaint  Japanese  inns, 
where  one  lives  in  kimonos  and  sleeps 
on  tatami  mats;  it  was  diverting  to  see 
the  "home”  of  Madame  Butterfly  in 
Nagasaki;  it  was  sobering  to  visit  both 
Nagasaki  and  Hiroshima,  and  shock- 
ing to  see  the  results  of  the  first  two 
A-bombs. 

My  visit  to  Korea,  in  September, 
gave  me  very  little  time  to  see  much 


of  the  country  as  my  three  weeks  were 
concentrated  almost  wholly  at  Yonsei 
University,  in  the  outskirts  of  Seoul. 
I expect  that  what  impressed  me  as 
much  as  anything  was  the  determina- 
tion of  the  Korean  people  to  preserve 
their  newly-attained  freedom  and  to 
achieve,  whenever  possible,  the  reuni- 
fication of  their  country. 

The  effects  of  the  Korean  War  — 
even  though  several  years  have  now 
gone  by  since  the  end  of  the  fighting — 
are  still  palpably  evident;  Seoul’s  pop- 
ulation is  bursting  with  the  million- 
plus  refugees  from  the  north;  the 
roads  are  in  poor  repair,  even  in  the 
middle  of  the  city;  poverty  is  wide- 
spread. 

Teaching  on  Formosa 

This  is  of  course  a highly  exciting 
time  to  be  living  on  the  Island  of  For- 
mosa. On  this  hillside  campus,  all 
seems  peaceful  and  quaintly  rural.  Yet 
we  are  surrounded  by  air  bases,  and 
the  seat  of  the  provincial  government 
is  just  a mile  or  two  distant  — all  of 
which  means  we  not  only  hear  the 
pounding  of  guns  (practicing  thus 
far!)  and  the  heavy  drone  of  planes 
ejuite  constantly,  but  we  are  in  a pretty 
strategic  spot  should  trouble  eventu- 
ate. 

However,  it  hardly  seems  likely  that 
Formosa  will  "get  it”  for  a long  time 
to  come  — and  much  can  happen  be- 
tween now  and  then  to  alleviate  the 
situation.  Meanwhile,  I am  enjoying 
the  challenge  of  teaching  Chinese  and 
Taiwanese  students,  learning  to  know 
many  interesting  people  in  this  part  of 
the  world,  and  relishing  the  oppor- 
tunity of  travel. 

This  letter  brings  with  it  my  best 
good  wishes  to  the  Pine  Manor  alum- 
nae — I hope  we  will  be  meeting  one 
another  again  in  the  course  of  the  next 
few  years.
